Ramsey, 51, broke his left arm 
and suffered other lesser in- 
juries, sources in his division 
said. He was reported in good 
condition. The other five injured 
men were reported in fair to 
good condition, most of them 
with lesser injuries than the 
general. But all were suffering 
from exposure to rain and cold 
after waiting all night on the 
mountainside.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — In- 


vestors in thrift and loan 
companies

protection, says Sen. Lewis F. 
Sherman, R-Berkeley, who 
proposes having the state insure 
investor deposits. 


Sherman said Wednesday he 


is drafting legislation to set up a 
state fund similar to federal 
bank 
insurance, 
an 
idea 


suggested by Corporations 
Commissioner 
Anthony 
R. 


Pierno. The fund would be paid 
for by thirft and loan companies 
themselves. 


Californians now have $217 


million on deposit in " thrift 
passbook 
accounts" with 22 


California 
thrift 
and loan 


companies, Pierno said, and it's 
all uninsured. 


The problem, Sherman and 


Pierno said, is that most small 
savers are not aware of the 
difference between these "thrift 
passbook 
accounts" 
and 


passbook savings accounts of 
banks and savings and loan 
companies. 


Bank and savings and loan 


accounts are insured by federal 
government trust funds for up to 
$15,000 per account, they said, 
while thrift and loan passbook 
accounts are really only in- 
vestment certificates in what 
are 
sometimes 
highly 


speculative businesses. 


The thrift and loan industry 


gained wide public attention a 
month ago when it was revealed 
that the California Association 
of thrift and Loan Companies 
gave Sen. Jack Schrade a $5,000 
campaign contribution last June 
a month before Schrade voted in 
committee for a bill giving thrift 
and loan companies 
more 


lending authority. 


A Sacramento County grand 


jury investigating the legality of 
the payment to the San Diego 
Republican has scheduled its 
fourth closed-door session on the 
matter tonight. 


Pierno announced last week 


that he was dissolving one of the 
smaller companies, Hamilton 


Thrift and Loan Co. of Hun- 
tington Park, 
to pay off 


creditors 


He said $4 million in deposits 


of about 2.000 Hamilton savers 
have been frozen since last Dec. 
8. He said those 
depositors 


would undoubtedly suffer some 
loss but he wouldn't estimate 
how much until loan contracts of 
the company are finally sold. 


In addition to taking a loss, the 


depositors will have to wait at 
least nine months before 
receiving even partial payment, 
Pierno said. 


He said Hamilton was the 


second thrift and loan company 
to fold during the past 10 years 
in 
California. 
Hamilton's 


trouble, he said, stemmed in 
part from financing equipment 
for small beer bars and topless 
clubs. 


Pierno said he is recom- 


mending assessing the thrift and 
loan companies a percentage of 
deposits until the fund reaches 
$1 million. If claims against an 
insolvent company exceeded $1 
million, Pierno said, the fund 
would 
be divided propor- 


tionately among investors and 
then assessments would be 
resumed to eventually pay them 
in full. 


"One million may sound low, 


but the existence of a fund will 
allow early takeover of a 
company which is obviously in 
trouble," Piernero said. 


"Our problem now is that we 


are afraid to move too quickly 
when a company is in trouble 
because the takeover may hurt 
investors. Therefore we are 
inclined to take a chance and 
hope a company gets over its 
troubles. If things get worse 
instead, then investors are hurt 
even more." 


Pierno said the guarantee 


fund he is recommending would 
cost thrift and loan companies 
more than Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation coverage 
costs banks and savings and 
loans even though the proposed 
state guarantee is only $10,000 
per account.

Teenager Is Tough 
On Drug Pushers

NEWARK, Calif. 
(AP) — 


Susan Dusio, 13, is bad news to 
local drug pushers. 


The 4-foot-7, 70-pound eighth 


grader at MacGregor Junior 
High School is almost entirely 
responsible 
for arranging a 


week of drug-abuse education 
that taught 640 teen-agers what 
the drug scene is all about. 


"The 
response 
was 
in- 


describable," says Vice Prin- 
cipal Kenneth Strange. "She had 
help, of course, but Susan 
carried the ball from the very 
beginning and virtually handled 
the thing by herself. It wouldn't 
have happened without her." 


The fact that Susan knew 


some teen-agers on drugs led 
her to choose that topic for a 


special report in history class. 


"A lot of kids smoke, but 


cigarettes are not as bad as 
drugs. A lot of kids picked air 
pollution, but that's not as bad 
as drugs, so I 
picked drugs 


because it's the worst problem." 


She sent for some literature 


and learned that speakers, 
exhibits and movies were 
available. 
Her 
teachers 


responded enthusiastically to 
her suggestion for a week of 
programs. 


"It's important that kids get 


the right information on drugs, 
not lies and exaggerations," 
says Susan, who politely refuses 
whenever she is offered drugs, 
usually out of school. 


She got on the telephone — to 


the state Narcotics Bureau in 


San Francisco, Alameda County 
authorities, the private Synanon 
House in Oakland, and to 
Headway, another volunteer 
group in Oakland working to 
stop the spread of drug abuse. 


Susan lined up a list of 


speakers, exhibits, and movies, 
and a week in March was set 
aside by the school for the show. 
Local service clubs and banks 
chipped in $150 to help with 
expenses 


At the conclusion of the week 


of discussions, she was pleased 
with the results. 


"A lot of kids seem to know 


more now about what it means 
to take drugs," Susan says. "I 
think some of them have a 
different point of view about it 
now. I hope so."

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New Light On An Old Argument 


A scientist speaking on a recent television newscast made 
the point that affluent people use up more of the earth's 
resources than those less affluent, and that the highly 
developed nations use more than the less developed nations. 
Also he said, all energy turns into heat, which is a pollutant 


The facts dealt with are not new. But in the light of the 


realization these days that exhaustion of many of the earth's 
resources are much closer than most of us had thought 
possible a few years ago, they take on added significance. 
They suggest that we may have to rechannel much of our 
thinking, both in the interest of all mankind and in our 
narrower national interest. 


An argument being pressed by the American oil industry at 


the present time may fall in the latter category. It is that 
since oil is an essential of the American economy, the United 
States is falling into a dangerous position by depending more 
and more on foreign sources which might at any time be cut 
off by war or international politics. 


The argument in its broad sense seems irrefutable. But the 


proposed answer seems open to question. That is that 
American oil companies be given free rein, and perhaps 
government tax credits and other assistance, to rush 
American oil deposits into production. In view of the limited 
world supply of oil, it would appear that a bit of hoarding 
might be more in the national incerest. 


Of course untapped fields cannot be brought into 


production immediately in an emergency. National safety 
obviously demands that there be some developed reserve 
ready for use. And since it can hardly be expected that 
private oil companies would explore and develop any large 
supply and then hold it indefinitely without receiving 
any revenue from it. the obvious answer seems to be that the 
nation would be best served by developing oil fields and 
holding them in reserve. 


Only The Illegal 


Gun control extremists seem to think guns rather than 


people are the instigators of crime. If such a theory were 
followed to its logical conclusion, the list of potential lethal 
accessories of modern civilization which should be removed 
from citizen ownership becomes endless—automobiles, 
bathtubs, kitchen knives, hammers, hatchets—and probably 
the ancient bow and arrow. 


The Virginia State Legislature is considering a bill to 


impose separate mandatory prison sentences on persons 
carrying firearms during commission of crimes. A sponsor of 
the proposed Virginia law notes that, "Only the illegal user of 
firearms would have anything to fear." The Virginia 
proposal has been endorsed by the National Rifle 
Association.

A Payroll Mystery |^«^ 
files of

WASHINGTON 
— "Gen- 


tleman Jim" Collins, the 
monied, manicured and man- 
nerly 
Congressman 
from 


Dallas, did some fast footwork 
after this column reported that 
two part-time secretaries in his 
congressional office had been 
fleeced of part of their govern- 
ment pay. 


First, he looked up the law and 


confirmed our report that taking 
kickbacks from the two girls, 
Sue Guterman and Leah Baker, 
had been a federal violation. He 
explained earnestly to us that 
the violation had been unin- 
tentional and asked us what he 
should do. 


We suggested, as a first step, 


he should return the money that 
the girls had turned back to his 
office. He immediately mailed 
personal checks to both girls for 
approximately $500 apiece. 


The 
Congressman 
then 


hurried to Dallas for urgent 
consultations with his top 
assistant, George Haag. The 
next 
day, they buttonholed 


another part-time employe, 
Noel Lee Reed, and persuaded 
him to sign a written statement 
that he had never kicked back 
money from his government 
paychecks. 
This struck us as peculiar, 


since we hadn't suggested that 
Reed was involved in the kick- 
back scheme. 


Next 
Collins 
and Haag 


traveled to Mineral Wells, 
Texas, and met with Carolyn 
Conner in a parking lot. She had 
been district manager of the 
Congressman's Dallas office 
until last month. They told Miss 
Conner about Reed's statement, 
asked her leading questions 
about payroll practices in the 
office but never sought a written 
statement. 
ANOTHER KICKBACK? 


All this aroused our curiosity, 


and 
we 
renewed our in- 


vestigation. When we questioned 
Miss Conner, she told us that 
Reed would cash his monthly 
checks, which varied between 
$675 and $820. Then he would 
bring her the cash, and she 
would count out $250 plus his 
expenses. The expenses, she 
said, never exceeded $150. The 
remaining cash would be sealed 
in an envelope and turned over 
to Haag, she said. 


She claimed the transaction 


had been witnessed by her 
secretary, Carole Joyce An- 
celein, now working for the Air 
Force in Ankara, Turkey. 
Reached by overseas phone, 
Mrs. Ancelein confirmed the 
story. 


We also reached Reed at the 


Texas Instruments plant in 
Dallas, where he is a full-time 
foreman. He stuck by his written 
statement, explaining that he 
had submitted his hours to the 
government each month and 
had kept all the proceeds from 
his monthly paychecks. 


When we pointed out that the 


government 
doesn't 
pay 


congressional employes by the 
hour, he clianged his story but 
still insisted that he had kicked 
back no part of his government 
salary. 


Haag refused to return our 


calls. 
HIGH-PAID STUDENTS 


From others close to the 


Congressman, this columr 
learned that Collins had put 
Michael 
Henning 
on 
the 


government payroll for $1,008 a 
month at the same time he was 
attending Stanford University 
which is located in Palo Alto. 
Calif., a long way from Dallas 
He was dropped from the 
payroll last April 


Ray Fortner is still drawing 


$2,134.74 a month as Collins's 
congressional aide while he 
attends East Texas State 
University part-time. Neither 


Fortner nor Henning has worked 
in Collins's congressional of- 
fices. 


Collins explained to us that 


both men have handled outside 
projects. Henning had provided 
him with direct reports on 
student unrest on the Stanford 
campus, the Congressman said.

Soviet Naval Superiority- 


While the Nixon administration 
has been pressing for more anti- 
missile and multiple-warhead 
missiles to bolster our land 
defenses, the Soviets have been 
quietly arming their warships 
with terrible Stix missiles. 
These will give the Soviet fleet 
far more firepower than the 
American fleet in case of a 
showdown at sea. For the U.S. 
has no comparable missile that 
can match the accuracy and 
destructive power of the Stix. 
With a single Stix missile, for 
instance, the Egyptians sank an 
Israeli destroyer. The North 
Vietnamese coast, incidentally, 
is lined with Stix missiles which 
have never been used.

Human Defoliation — On 


February 
2, this column 


reported that the Pentagon had 
hushed up complaints that 
defoliants used in Vietnam may 
have caused miscarriages and 
deformed babies. The reports 
were received by a joint U.S. 
embassy-military 
committee 


which has been secretly in- 
vestigating the 
effects of 


defoliation. Although there is no 
proof that defoliante cause 
deformities, doctors have told 
the committee of increases in 
miscarriages among rain forest 
women whose villages have 
been 
sprayed 
with 
the 


vegetation-destroying chem- 
icals. On at least eight 
occasions since 1968, planes in 
trouble have been forced to 
jettison 
full 
tankloads of 


defoliants. More than oi^ce, 
these chemical cloudbursts 
deluged 
villages 
whose 


inhabitants came down with 
nausea and sickness. 


Thai Threat — Thailand has 


sent secret word to Hanoi that 
she will not tolerate North 
Vietnamese troops along the 
Lao-Thai border. If the North 
Vietnamese invadees push all 
the way to the border, Thailand 
threatened to send the Royal 
Thai Army across the border to 
the aid of Laos. 


Lacadaisical Laotians — The 


Laotians seem completely in- 
different to the crisis that has 
been rocking their tiny country. 
It is against their happy natures 
to worry or to fight. At the height 
of the North Vietnamese ad- 
vance, when enemy patrols 
came within six miles of the 
Laotian captial, the Defense 
ministry closed for the weekend.

What Next In Loos? 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 


The bold and thus far suc- 


cessful Communist salient into 
central Laos requires us to 
pause and consider in context 
the great gains we have been 
making in Vietnam. 
The 


paradox is that although, par- 
ticularly since Tet 1968 we have 
vastly reduced the fighting 
strength of the North Viet- 
namese, nevertheless, there 
they are, fifty thousand of them, 
overtaking the critical Plaine 
des Jarres, and headed nobody 
quite knows where. 


The point isn't that American 


estimates of the 
depleted 


strength of the North Viet- 
namese have been exaggerated. 
They haven't—General Giap 
himself confirmed a few months 
ago that since the war began, 
the North Vietnamese have lost 
on the order of one half million 
men. And observers are agreed 
on the great shortage of Com- 
munist military manpower in 
South Vietnam, particularly 
with the reduction in the number 
of Vietcong. 


It becomes plain, under the 


circumstances, that the North 
Vietnamese have decided to 
press their war against Vietnam 
via Laos. It is a reversal in the 
original order of dominoes. Set 
Laos fall, is the apparent 
reasoning, and perhaps Cam- 
bodia goes next. Pressures on 
Thailand can then mount, and 
meanwhile a reverse in the 
attrition in South Vienam, 
leading 
to the 
return of 


American troops, and then an 
intensefication of the 
war 


against South Vietnam—from 
the west. 


Admiral John McClain, the 


able commander-in-chief in the 
Pacific area, spoke recently in 
Hawaii on collective security in 
Asia, and he made the following 
comment: 


"Probably 
the most rapid 


progress in Vietnamization has 
been made by the U.S. Naval 
Forces Vietnam. This is the 
brown-water navy that patrols 
the Mekong Delta rice bowl 
south of Saigon and screens 
infiltration corridors for enemy 
troops and equipment leading 
from Cambodia into the western 
delta. 
The Navy turnover 


program 
is scheduled for 


completion by July 
No U.S. 


patrol boats operating in 
Vietnamese waters today has an 
entirely American crew." 


Surely this is the key to the 


problem at this juncture. The 
violation by the North Viet- 
namese of the Geneva accord of 
1962 demonstrates yet again the 
utter indifference of the Com- 
munists to the territorial rights 
of its neighbors. 
America's 


response has had to be less than 
decisive. Not only because of 
the Geneva accord, but because 
of the domestic problem: 
we 


are not about to send American 
soldiers into Laos. 


At the same time, one's at- 


tention focuses, yet again, on the 
difficulty of the South Viet- 
namese, which is that they are 
restrained 
from fighting the 


only kind of war 
that 
is 


militarily intelligible because of 
the impediments we impose on 
them: The same impediments 
we impose on ourselves. We are 
a great power, and we dare not 
ourselves enter Laos or Cam- 
bodia with large military ground 
units, for fear of antagonizing 
Red China. 


But we cannot Vietnamize the 


war if we ask South Vietman to 
accept the military inhabitions 
which are proper to a major 
power. 
What is needed, of 


course, is South Vietnamese 
troops in Laos. Indeed, what is 
needed is South Vietnamese 
troops in North Vietnam. The 
answer to the Laos problem is 
an expeditionary force of South 
Vietnamese troops in Laos.

interesting because if indeed by 
next July we shall have turned 
over a small functioning navy to 
the South Vietnamese, what is it 
that we intend to do to prevent 
the South Vietnamese from 
using that little navy as they see 
fit? Will we continue to exercise 
negative checks of one sort or 
another. 
Or does Viet- 


namization really mean what it 
is said to exercise 
negative 


checks of one sort or another. 


Or does Vietnamization really 


mean what it is said to mean: 
the transfer of effective should 
millitary authority to the South 
Vietnamese? 


The United States whould 


make great public displays of 
turning over equipment and 
authority to the South Viet- 
namese. So that when that day 
comes, when the ingenious 
aggressions from the north are 
countered by such as am- 
phibious landings, guerrilla 
action, cutting the Ho Chi Minn 
trail and blockading Sihanouk- 
ville—then world opinion will 
recognize that the actions were 
taken in self defense, and big 
power retaliation by the Soviet 
Union or Red China will not 
appear to be an inevitable 
response.. 


But the North Vietnamese 


have now made the schedule 
very very tight. Vietnamization 
has got to prove flexible enough 
to give the Republic of Vietnam 
the authority to act in time, as 
any Laotian will tell you, is 
getting short.

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New Light On An Old Argument 


A scientist speaking on a recent television newscast made 
the point that affluent people use up more of the earth’s 
resources than those less affluent, and that the highly- 
developed nations use more than the less developed nations. 
Also, he said, all energy turns into heat, which is a pollutant. 


The facts dealt with are not new But in the light of the 
realization these days that exhaustion of many of the earth’s 
resources are much closer than most of us had thought 
possible a few years ago, they take on added significance. 
They suggest that we may have to rechannel much of our 
thinking, both in the interest of all mankind and in our 
narrower national interest. 


An argument being pressed by the American oil industry at 
the present time may fall in the latter category. It is that 
since oil is an essential of the American economy, the United 
States is falling into a dangerous position by depending more 
and more on foreign sources which might at any time be cut 
off by war or international politics. 


The argument in its broad sense seems irrefutable. But tht 
proposed answer seems open to question. That is that 
American oil companies be given free rein, and perhaps 
government tax credits and other assistance, to rush 
American oil deposits into production In view of the limited 
world supply of oil, it would appear that a bit of hoarding 
might be more in the national interest. 


Of course untapped fields cannot be brought into 
production immediately in an emergency National safety 
obviously demands that there be some developed reserve 
ready for use. And since it can hardly be expected that 
private oil companies would explore and develop any large 
supply and then hold it indefinitely without receiving 
any revenue from it. the obvious answer seems to be that the 
nation would be best served by developing oil fields and 
holding them in reserve. 


Only The Illegal 


Gun control extremists seem to think guns rather than 
people are the instigators of crime. If such a theory were 
followed to its logical conclusion, the list of potential lethal 
accessories of modern civilization which should be removed 
from citizen ownership becomes endless--automobiles, 
bathtubs, kitchen knives, hammers, hatchets—and probably 
the ancient bow and arrow. 
The Virginia State Legislature is considering a bill to 
impose separate mandatory prison sentences on persons 
carrying firearms during commission of crimes. A sponsor of 
the proposed Virginia law notes that, ‘‘Only the illegal user of 
firearms would have anything to fear.”

She claimed the transaction

Reached by overseas phone,

We also reached Reed at the 
Texas Instrum ents plant in

nam ese, nevertheless, there 
they are, fifty thousand of them, 
overtaking the critical Plaine 
des Jarres, and headed nobody 
quite knows where 
The point isn’t that American 
estim ates of

namese have been exaggerated. 
They haven’t—G eneral Giap 
himself confirmed a few months 
ago that since the war began, 
the North Vietnamese have lost 
on the order of one half million 
men. And observers are agreed 
on the great shortage of Com­ 
munist military manpower in 
South Vietnam, particularly 
with the reduction in the number 
of Vietcong 
It becomes plain, under the 
circumstances, that the North 
Vietnamese have decided to 
press their war against Vietnam 
via Laos. It is a reversal in the 
original order of dominoes. Set 
Laos fall, is the apparent 
reasoning, and perhaps Cam­ 
bodia goes next. Pressures on 
Thailand can then mount, and 
meanwhile a reverse in the 
attrition in South Vienam, 
leading 
to 
the 
return 
of 
American troops, and then an 
intensefication of the war 
against South Vietnam—from 
the west. 


Admiral John McClain, the 
able commander-in-chief in the 
Pacific area, spoke recently in 
Hawaii on collective security in 
Asia, and he made the following 
comment: 
“Probably the most rapid 
progress in Vietnamization has 
been made by the U.S. Naval 
Forces Vietnam. 
This is the 
brown-water navy that patrols 
the Mekong Delta rice bowl 
south of Saigon and screens 
infiltration corridors for enemy 
troops and equipment leading 
from Cambodia into the western 
delta. 
The Navy turnover 
program 
is 
scheduled for 
completion by July 
No U.S. 
patrol 
boats 
operating 
in 
Vietnamese waters today has an 
entirely American crew.” 
Surely this is the key to the 
problem at this juncture. The 
violation by the North Viet­ 
namese of the Geneva accord of 
1962 demonstrates yet again the 
utter indifference of the Com­ 
munists to the territorial rights 
of its neighbors. 
America’s 
response has had to be less than 
decisive. 
Not only because of 
the Geneva accord, but because 
of the domestic problem: 
we 
are not about to send American 
soldiers into Laos.

The fact* dealt with are not new But m the light of the 
realization theae day* that exhaustion of many of the earth's 
resource* are much closer than mast of us had thought 
possible a few years ago they take on added significance 
They suggest that we may have to rechannel much of our 
thinking, both in the interest of all mankind and in our 
narrower national interest 


An argum ent being pressed by the American oil industry at 
the present time may fall in the latter category It is that 
since oil is an essential of the American economy the United 
Sts/lea is falling into a dangerous position by depending more 
and more on f oreign sources which might at any tune be cut 
off by war or international politics 


The argum ent in its broad sense seems irrefutable But th* 
proposed answer seems open to question That is that 
American oil companies be given free rein, and perhaps 
government tax credits and other assistance, to rush 
American oil deposits into production in view of the limited 
world supply of oil. it would appear that a bit of hoarding 
might be more in the national interest

And observers are agreed 
on the great shortage of Com­ 
munist military manpower in 
South V ietnam , p articu larly 
with the reduction in the number 
of Vietcong 
It becomes plain, under the 
circum stances, that the North 
Vietnamese 'have decided

press their w ar against Vietnam 
via Laos. It is a reversal in the 
original order of dominoes. Set 
Laos fall, is the a p p a re n t 
reasoning 
and perhaps Cam ­ 
bodia goes next. 
Pressures on 
Thailand can 'then mount, and 
meanwhile a reverse in the 
attritio n in South V ienam , 
leading

the west. 


Admiral John McClain, the 
able commander-in-chief in the 
Pacific area, spoke recently in 
Hawaii on collective security in 
Asia, and he made the following 
com m ent:

Surely this .is 'the key to the 
problem at this juncture 
The 
violation by the North Viet­ 
namese of the Geneva accord of 
1962 demons.trates, yet again the 
utter indifference of the Com­ 
munists to the territorial rights 
■of its neighbors 
A m erica's 
response has had to be leas than 
decisive. 
Not only because of 
the Geneva accord, but because 
'Of the' dom estic problem: 
we 
are not about to send American 
soldiers into Laos 


At the sam e time, one’s at­ 
tention focuses, yet again, on 'the 
difficulty of the South Viet­ 
namese. which is that they are 
restrained 
from fighting the

is 
militarily intelligible because of 
the impedimenta we impose on 
them: The sam e impediments 
we impose on ourselves. We are 
a great power, and we dare not 
ourselves enter Laos or C am ­ 
bodia with large military ground
